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THE ELECTION BILL. 


Debate in the Senate For and Against the 
Measure. 

WASHINGTON, December 17.—Mr. Hoar 
asked unanimous Consent that Friday next at 
3 o'clock p.m. debate on the election bill 
should be considered as closed. 

This was met by a chorus of objections from 
the democrats. 

Mr. Hoar—I would like to inquire what sen- 
ator objected ? 

Mr. Cockrell--I did, for one. 

_Mr. Hoar—Will the senator agree upon a 
time? 

Mr. Cockrell—Not now. 

The senate resumed consideration of the 
election bill, Mr. Dolph continuing his speech 
of yesterday. None ofthe provisions of the 
bill, he said were objectionable to him as 
transcending the power of congress; some of 
the provisions, he thought, might be improved 
but he had not felt justitied in offering amend- 
ments. His principa! criticism of it was that 
under section 2, the law was only to be put 
into operation on the presentation of 
petitions signed by persons claiming 
to be citizens of the United States. Judging 
from what occurred at the south—the killing, 
beating or driving from the country of both 
White and black republicans—that provision 
would be inoperative because the petitioners 
would be in such imminent peril as to prevent 
colored men signing such petitions. 

Mr. Morgan took the tloor and quoted a 
Clause from the constitution of Oregon, re- 
stricting suffrage to white citizens, and a sec- 
tion from the statutes of that state prohibiting 
the intermarriage of whites and negroes, In- 
dians or Chinese, and he closed with an ex- 
hortation against hypocrisy. 

Mr. Gibson gave notice of an amendment 
that nothing in the Lill should authorize in- 
terference with elections for state oflicers, 
legislature, executive or judicial.

He argued that the vast machinery of partisan 
mercenaries, provided by the bill, would do 
more to debauch voters, corrupt the ballot 
and defeat the will of the people 
than had ever been done at elections 
held by state officers under state 
laws. The great calamities that would follow 
its enactment would be understood and ap- 
preciated by all who had experienced the 
horrors of recoustruction. 

Mr. Butler was the next senator to speak 
against the bill. “It was framed,’’ he said, 
‘on the distrust of the people. It was a slap 
in the face of every state in the union.”’ 

Mr. Coke obtained the floor at 5 o’clock, and 
suggested that he would prefer not to go on at 
so late an hour. 

Mr. Hoar again endeavored to extract from 
democratic senators the mention of some 
specitic time—any time, no matter when—for 
taking a vote on the pending bill. 

Mr. Gorman remarked that the senate was 
only on the threshold ef debateon the bill. 
There were quite a number of senators on both 
sides of the senate who desired to speak upon 
it. It had been expected, however, that 
within a day or two important tinancial meas- 
ures would be brought before the senate, and 
he supposed that then the senator from 
Massachusetts himself would move to postpone 
the election bill.

THE SNOW STORM 


THROUGH EAST TENNESSEE AND 
VIRGINIA. 


RAILROAD TRAVEL MUCH IMPEDED. 


The Snow Three or Four Feet Deep in 
Drifts—Several Accidents Caused 
by Roofs Falling In, 


New Yor«, December 17.—The top of 
Daly’s theater, at Thirtieth street and Bread- 
way, and two lamps infront of the theater, 
were blown down by the high wind. today. 
One man was injured and taken to the hos- 
pital. One of the iron. smokestacks on the 
postoffice gbuilding, connecting with the 
boiler chimuey, was blown dowu this after- 
noen aud went crashing through the glass 
ceiling over the mailing room, injuring quite 
severely John J. Mahony, a letter carrier. 
One other employe was slightly hurt, 

The storm today has serious!y interfered 
with river and harbor business. Several canal 
and smaller boats sunk at the piers in both 
North and East rivers, and the high tide and 
gale have combined to make it difticult for 
ferry boats to run into their slips safely. 

The Liberty island boat is not running today. 
Many of the outgoing passenger steamers 
which were to have sailed today, are at anchor 
inthe lower harbor. — 

THE DANGEROUS WIRES, 

Pittspura, Pa., December 17.—The snow- 
fall today is the heaviest in several years, The 
wires are down all over Pittsburg, Allegheny 
and Birmingham. Horses were killed and sev- 
eral men badly injured this morning by con- 
tact with electric light wires. The situation is 
so desperate that the department of public 
safety has ordered all the electric street car 
lines to stop running for the present. .% 

There has been a tremendous snowfall in the 
Allegheny mountains, and at Bedford itis one

Mountains thirty miles north of here are 
covered to about the same depth, and mount- 
ains along the Tennessee and North Carolina 
border have from six inches to twe feet of 
snow, 

None of the Norfoik and Western trains 
reached Bristol on time today and reports re- 
ceived here state that that road is buried in 
from one to three feet of snow. 

A blizzard is .ragingfat Bristol, Tenn., to 
night. The snow 1s one foot deep ona level 
and in places is drifted four feet deep. Snow 
is still falling and trains are having trouble 
to get through. 

In southwest Virginia snow has drifted 
badly and is said to be very heavy about 
Marion, Va. 

There is very little snow on the ground here, 
but it was still falling tonight. Snow has 
fallen today south and west of Knoxville, but 
has melted on the ground and was not frozen 
and the weather is very warm.

AND THE EXCITING TIMES IN 
IRELAND. 


SPEAKING FROM A HOTEL WINDOW, 


With His Head Bandaged on Account of the 
Bruises He Keceived in the Riot. 
He Accounts for Some Funds. 


———— 


Dvuauin, December 17.—Though Mr. Parnell 
suffered intense pain from the effects of the 
lime thrown in his eyes at Castle Comer yes- 
terday, he was able at midnight to address, 
from a window of the Victoria hotel at Kil- 
kenny, a large crowd that gathered about the 
hotel when the misfortune that had befallen 
him became generally known. 

During the address his face was covered 
with bandages. He detailed the events of 
the day, and the crowd became exasperated 
at the manner in which he had been treated 
and many threats of vengeance were made. 
This morning Parnell’s breakfast was served 
to him in bed. A close examination of his 
eves revealed the fact thathis sight is not 
injured. The surgeon in attendance upon 
him fears, however, that inflammation may 
setin. He has ordered that Parnell keep his 


| eyes closed, and tha® hot water foments be 
| constantly applied tothem. It is not likely 
' that he will be allowed to leave his room 


today. 

Mr. Parnell’s eyes have become inflamed, 
and he is confined to a darkened room. 

Owing to the crisis in the tenant’s defense 
fund, collections have been suspended in Cork 
and Limerick. 

ANOTHER NEW PAPER. 

A new paper appeared here today under the 
title of ‘‘The Insuppressible.’’ The prospectus 
of The Irish National Press was also issued, It 
states that the object of the publishers is to 
issue a new Dublin daily paper that will repre- 
sent national interests, which, it says, are 
jeopardized by the work of an organ giving 
independent expression to the political convic- 
tions of the Irish people. The capitai of the 
paper is divided into 12,000 shares of £5 each, 
and the directors are William O’Brien, chair- 
man and chief auditor; Justin McCarthy and 
Messrs. Sexton, Murphy, Timothy, Healy, 
Dickson and Barry. 

THE LIME THROWERS.

Farmers’ Sons in the State University. 

In another column will be found a letter 
from Chancellor Boggs to Hon. Martin V. 
Calvin, in which the writer enumerates the 
farmers’ sons now in the University of 
Georgia, and answers the charge that it is 
‘fa rich man’s college.”’ 

The letter should be read by all classes of 
our people, and especially by the farmers. 
Let us summarize afew points in it. Of the 
160 students now in the university, seventy- 
seven are farmers’ sons, warting only three 
of being equal to the whole number of 
students furnished by ali the other classes of 
our people! 

Of the 146 students in the subgraduate 
classes sixty-cight are farmers’ sons, leaving 
seventy-eight to be divided among the other 
vocations. With ten more names the sons 
of farmers in these classes would equal the 
other members in number. 

The farmers’ sons are slightly more than 
464 per cent of the whole number of under- 
graduates. 

In the law class of fourteen students nine 
are the sons of farmers! & 

Another point. Nearly one-half the in- 
come of the university, $46.50 out of every 
$100 is spent in educating farmers’ sons, 
leaving $53.50 for all the other classes. Does 
this look like ‘‘a rich nian’s college?”’ 

Chancellor Boggs statés that the sons of 
farmers rank with the highest in intellectual 
progress, and this has been the record of the 
university ever since the days of Toombs, 
Stephens and Hill, who were farmers’ sons. 
But the letter itself must be read. The 
facts contained in it. show that the state 
university and our farmers are bound to- 
gether by ties that are not likely to be 
severed.

Although this has been going on some 
time, + there ,still seems to be a financial 
drgughy in Wall street and elsewhere;’ the 
situation’ is practically unchanged, and there 
is still a demand for the purchase of bonds 
by the treasurer. We presume the practice 
will be continued until even the blind and 
corrupt republicans discover that the danger 
which it entails is more important than the 
temporary relief which results from it. 

In the first place, the government is calling 
in bonds that will not be due for seventeen 
years, and every cent of premium paid on 
them is money taken out of the pockets of 
the people. The treasury scheme is a swind- 
jing makeshift in more ways than one, It 
not only robs the people of the premium paid 
for the bonds, but it contracts the currency. 

The largest’ owners of bonds are the 
national banks, and these bonds represent 
national bank notes in circulation. For 
every bond the banks surrender, they give 
up a proportionate amount of circulation. 
This fact is well Known to the republican 
administration, to the banks, and to the 
money-power, and it is for this reason that 
the purchase cf bonds is demanded. The 
currency must be contracted at all hazards, 
and the money sharks have seized ona situa- 
tion brought aboug by: the lack of circulation

They are seeking an education 
that will fit them forthe more practical aims 
of life, and, sad to say, they are not getting 
it, or they are getting it in only a measurable

VIEWS OF CHANCELLOR BOGGS. 


Hon. Martin V. Caivin, ‘House of Repre- 
sentatives, Atlanta, Ga.: Dear Sir—On 
a recent occasion, as we were riding home- 
ward in the same car, you were good 
envugh to suggest that if all the facts were pub- 
lished with reference to the sons of farmers in the 
university, the information might be productive 
of good. The delay in carrying into effect the 
hint thus given me is due to a very heavy press of 
engagements. But the census has been carefully 
taken, class by class, and man by man. The re- 
sults i will set before you in the form of an open 
letter, holding myseli ready to give you more 
privately the list of names on which my summary 
is based. ‘ 

1. The whole number of students now present 
in tife university at Athens is 160, of whom just 
seventy-seven are sons of farmers, wanting, as 
you see, but three names of being equal tothe 
entire number of students furnished by all other 
classes of our people put together. 

2. In the subgraduate ciasses there are 146 stu- 
dents, of whom sixty-eight are farmers’ sons, 
leaving seventy-eight to be divided among all 
other vocations and trades, That is to say, im 
these four undergraduato classes the farmers’ 
sons lack on!y ten of being equal in number to all 
others combined. 

3. Viewing the list of namesin still another 
light, farmers’ sons in the four subgriduate 
classes are sixty-eight; merchants’ sons (includ- 
ing lumber dealers, etc.,) are thirty-one; physi- 
clan»’ sons, eleven; lawycrs’ sons, ten: railroad 
men’s, five; journalists’, four; bankers’, three; 
ministers’, three ; civil engineers’, three; teachers’ 
and professors’, three; and one each from millers, 
insurance agents, machinists, manufacturers and 
capitalists. Total, 146. 

4. By percentage farmers’ sons are slightly 
more than 4644 per cent of the whole number of 
undergraduates; merchants’ sons about 21; phy- 
sicians’ sons about 7'4; lawyers’ sons less than 7 
per cent; railroad men’s less than 3'4; journalists’ 
sons less than 3 percent; bankers’, preachers’, 
engineers’, teachers’, each about 2 per cer cent; 
while millers, insurance men, machinists, manu- 
facturers and capitaists furnish for each class 
considerably less than 1 per cent of the whole 
number. 

5. But the cream of the joke appears when we 
come to examine the law class. We have now 
present just fourteen of these embryo lawyers, of 
whom no less than nine are farmers’ sons !);):our 
sons of merchants, while one solitary boy is 
claimed by the lawyers! Thus it appears thag the 
farmers are actually furnishing about 64 pericent 
of our lawyers. I have long observed that the ma- 
jority of preachers come trom that class. Bat it 
18 Significant to see that they produce 
the majority of lawyers as well as of gather 
iearned man. The facts show how inseparably all 
classes of our people are blended torether,: and 
also how foolish and positively wicked it is, for 
one class to cherish prejudice against another, 
who are “bone of their bone and’ flesh of their 
flesh.” ; 

6. If now it be asked how do,the farmers’ boys 
compare in intellect and character with others, 
our records make this replys. In these respects 
they rank with the highest.’ At our last com- 
mencement the firat honor in the bachelor of phil- 
osophy course was won by Mr. John WN, 
Hoider, of Jackson county—a  farmer’s 
son. And the first honor in the 
bachelor of arts course was won by Mr. E. B. 
Moore, of Wilkes county, also a tarmer’s. son. 
This is very creditabie to the country boys, inas- 
much as country schools are so very defective; 
and it should appeai powerfully to every patriot 
to provide better schools in which to train the 
bright minds that are scattered about over the 
farms of Georgia. Our records show turther that 
experience warrants us in expecting a very large 
per cent of first-class intellect in the future from 
the farmers of Georgia.

Recently, in order to be able to meet this alie- 
gation of ‘ta rich man’s college,” I had amember 
of each class of known intelligence and trust- 
worthiness to make diligent examination inte the 
facts. Their reports showed that at least 71 
per cent of all the students belonged to 
families in “moderate circumstances”’--which 
they explained to me as signifying that the ex- 
penses of boarding, books and civthes were only 
to be met by close saving and self-denial. Noone 
acquainted with these boys would suspect them of 
misstating the facts.

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THE INSURANCE BILL. 
THE SECRETARY OF THE SOUTH- 
EASTERN TARIFF ASSOCIATION 
Reviews the Provisions of the Bill and 


Gives, at Length, Reasons Why, in His 
Opinion, It Should Not Pass. 


The special from Rome, Ga., in reference to 
the insurance bill, now pending in the legis- 
lature, which appeared in yesterday’s CONSTI- 
TUTION, was naturally discussed very gener- 
ally by the insurance people of the city, who 
freely denied the§ statements of the several 
parties quoted therein. 

With the idea of learning what the other 
side has tosay in reply to those statements, 
and of ascertaining what views are entertained 
by insurance menin regard to the Terrell- 
Whitfield bi'l] and its effects, if passed, a rep- 
resentative of THe CoNsTITUTION Ccailed on 
Mr. Charles C. Fleming, the secretary of the 
association, for the information desired. 

“What, in the opinion of insurance officials, 
will be the result of the passage of the bill 
known as the Terrell-Whitfield bill?’ Mr. 
Fleming was asked. 

“The opinions vary somewhat,’’ said Mr. 
Fleming, ‘“‘but all agree it will depend mainly 
on the position taken by the large eastern and 
foreign insurance companies. When the trust 
bill, held by the comptroller « general 
of the state to include insurance 
companies, was passed by the Texas legislature 
several years ago, each company doing. busi- 
ness in that state promptly adopted the then 
existing rates on property of all kinds as its 
own, and still continues to obtain those rates, 
It is probable that each company doing busi- 
ness in Geoegia will pursue that plan here in 
the event the bill in the lJegisiature slall be- 
come a law. Should this. course not be 
followed, each company will very likely 
adopt for itself average rates on the various 
classes of property, which will secure to the 
companies about the same aggregate amount 
of premiums for the total liabilities assumed. 

**Thus, the operation of such a ixw avould 
work a great hardship upon those citizens of 
the state who have spent considerable sums 
of money in improving their property up to 
the standard of the association in order to ob- 
tain the lowest rates under our system of 
schedule rating.”’ 

‘Can you give an illustration of the effect 
of the system of making such average rates?”’ 
he was asked. 

“Yes, hundreds of illustrations could be 


given by going through the published ratings 


of towns and cities of Georgia, of which there 
are about 140; and making comparisons, but I 
will give you just a few instances in Kome and 
Atlanta. The average rate on brick, metal 
roof hotels will be about 2.50 all over the state. 
The Arinstrong hotei in Rome, now rated at 
2.00, would have to pay the same rate as the 
Central hotel, now rated at 2.35. 
The average rate on cotton risks will be 
not less than 3.00, probably 3.50. In this case 
acompany would charge the same rate for 
cotton in Rounsaville & Bro.’s warehouse, 
at Rome, now rated at 1.35, as for cotton in 
warehouse No.2 of tiie Rome Compress Com- 
pany, now rated at 2.35, or in Coker’s ware- 
house, now rated at 2.75. 

**To give some instances in Atlanta,the aver- 
age rate on brick, mefal roof store buildings 
and stocks in Georgia wiil be not less than 
1.50. Messrs. Moore, Marsh & Co., and Messrs. 
M. F. & J. C. Kiser now get a rate of .0; 
Messrs. Chamberlin, Johnson & Co. are rated 
at 1.15, and the pfesent rate on the 
P.& G. T. Dodd building and stock is 1.50. 
Assuming that each company will adopt for 
itselfan average rate of 1.500n risks of the 
class named, those parties now getting rates 
of 90 cents and 1.15 would have to pay 1.50 for 
their insurance, while by reason of tle su- 
perior character of their risks, they would, 
under the eperations of the rules of the associ: 
ation, be entitled to 'ower rates. One of the 
Inman & Co. cotton warehouses now rates at 
1.50, our minimum figure for that class of 
risks, which was accorded it on account of its 
having been built to comply with the standard 
of the association. Another of the Inman 
warehouses rates under our schedule, at 2.60. 
Adair Bros.’ warehouses now rate at 1.50, and 
their cotton sheds at 3.50. Now, in the event 
the companies are not permitted to rate cotton 
risks on their several merits and by schedules; 
which can easily be demonstrated to be the 
most equitable manner of rating, each com- 
pany will decline to write any of the ware- 
houses mentioned at less than 3.00, assuming 
that figure to be the average rate. The hard- 
ship this would work on those warehousemen 
who have constructed standard buildings to 
get the lowest rate is perfectly apparent. I

‘‘What is the reason for the differences in 


| the rates 8n the cotton warehouses and other 
| insurance risks just mentioned by you?”’ 


‘The differences in rates are due to the dif- 
ferences in the risks. Thoserisks, from which 
the elemeénts of hazard have been most ef- 
fectuaily eliminated, naturally secure the 
The Rounsaville warehouse 
in Rome is a more safely constructed risk than 
the Rome Compress Company’s warehouse 
and, for that reason, is given a lower rate.”’ 

‘Is it the opinion of insurance people that 
the passage of the bili will be more hurtful to 
the Georgia local companies than to the 
large northern and eastern companies ?’’ 

“I believe there is no diversity of opinion in 
that regard. It seems inevitable that they 
will be the greatest sufferers, especially in 
case a general war of rates should foilow the 
passage of the bill, which contingency is 
possible for a time.” 

“Tt seems to be the impression, then, that 
no reduc ion in rates will follow, if the bill 
becomes a law ?’’ 

“No; but, on the contrary, it is be- 
lieved that companies, being left free to make 
their own rates, will put them upon’ certain 
classes of risk, such as country dwell- 
ings and farm property, as well as on 
some of the manufacturing risks in the 
towns and cities. Many of the companies have 
refused to take risks on the kinds of property 
named, for the reason* that they consider the 
rates provided by the association too low.” 

“What do you think of the Rome special on 
the insurance billas published in this morn- 
ing’s CONSTITUTION ?”’ 

“I have read it and can say, without doing 
the slightest violence to the cause of truth, 
that I have never read. a column of printea 
matter, in which the statements are more in- 
compatible with the facts. 

“The space in your paper you say you desire 
to fill with this interview does not give me the 
opportunity to answer each charge made by 
the parties in Rome against the association. 
Let me, however, select one of 
two for specific denial. I deny 
that Mr. Howell can present any evidenre of 
a promise from this association to make a rate 
of 1.25 on his warehouses, as they now stand. 

“‘All parties are told that the lowest rates 
will be given, if they will build and equip in 
accordance with our schedules. This Mr. 
Howell has not chosen to do, and consequently 
he has notreceived the lowest rates. Upon 
an application of the tariff to his warehouses 
I can 
show that the correct rates for them are 
2.35 and 3.85, whereas, in spirit of conciliation 
and extreme fairness, I personally took the re- 
sponsibility of putting the figures down to 1.60 
and 2.35 respectively. 

“To answer one more charge. Mr. J. King 


is made to say that this association is sxcking 


the life blood out of the people. During a re- 


cent visit to Rome Mr. King asked me to try 
and have the rate on the Armstrong hotel re- 
duced to1.30, the rate now being 2 per cent. I 
told Mr. King the rate would be so reduced if 
the windows in the rear of the hotel were cov- 
ered with metal-clad shutters, as a protection 
against a large livery stable exposure. He re- 
plied that the hotel company could not stand 
the expense. The insurance com panies were 
asked to assume an extra liability without 
being paid for it, and their refusal to thus dis- 
pense charity to the Rome Hotel Com- 
pany is characterized as _ blood-sucking. 
Mr. King further states that the 
association readjusts rates annually and on a 
larger basis. The cotton rates only have been 
“readjusted” every year, which is due to 
changes occurring in the warehouses. The 
records of the association, which are open to 
the world, will show a steady decrease in the 
cotton rates at Rome each year. The truth is, 
the mercantile risks of Rome have been rated 
only once by the association, when a special 

ent was sent there for that purpose in 
March last. During the previous years of the 
existence of the association the mercantile 
rates at Rome had been made by thie local 
agents and were irregular and inconsistent, 
one with the _ other. The purpose 
of the association is to provide 
adequate and uniform rates. This it had long 
neglected to do at Rome, and only did so at 
last to place that city on an equality with 
others in the state and territory.” 

‘‘Are there any other facts you could givein 
refutation of the charge that the Southeastern 
Tariff Association is a monopoly and an in- 
strument of extortion as regards the question 
of insurance rates?’’ : 

“T only ask that those who are willing to be 
convinced of the falsity of such charges, will 
come to the office of the association and make 
a careful and unprejudiced investigation of its 
workings. It can be shown that since its or- 
ganization, waterworks and iire departments 
have been brought inte existence through 
its influence and a reduction in rates se- 
cured thereby; that rates on all classes of 
property have steadily decreased by reason of 
linprovements fostered and encouraged, and 
that it is in the power of nearly every property 
owner, whose rate is high, to obtaina reduc- 
tion of his rate by making improvements.” 

‘*Have the insurance companies made money 
in Georgia?” | 

‘From the reports of the comptroller gen- 
eral of the state, anyone may learn that 
the net profits of all companies 
doing business in the state for 
nine years, from 1881 to 1889, inclusive, was 
$257,396. Thisincludes the business of the 
Southern Mutual Insurance Company, of 
Athens. Leave out of the comptroller’s report 
the business of the Southern Mutual, and the 
figures show that the actual loss toall other 
companies, doing business in the state for the 
period named, was $298,563. If the liability 
of companies for outstanding insurance 
added, the actual loss is $637,557. 

‘‘Figures do not lie, and the reports of 
Comptroller General Wrightare of the:inselves 
sufficient evidence that the Southeastern 
Tariff Association is nota monopoly. To this 
evidence may be added the fact that no one 
is compelled to insure with the association 
companies, but is entirely at liberty to pur- 
chase cheaper policies, which can always be 
procured. The companies belonging to the 
Southeastern Tariff Association are offering to 
the citizens of Georgia indemnity at the lowest 
rates consistent with the business. There are, 
however, a number of companies not members 
of the association, both in and out of the 
state, which write at any rates they please, 
some writing at greater and some at less 
rates than provided by the association. 
You will observe that in the _ inter- 
view with Mr. Howell he _ stated 
that “we are getting some insurance now in 
companies outside of the association (Mr. 
Howell! calls it a pool), at 1 per cent, while 
the tariff associatiou grinds us for 2,35 per 
cent. This, of course, Mr. Howell has a fper- 
fect right to do, as there is no law to compel 
him to insure in companies belonging to the 
association.”’

The case against D. C. Chitwood, of Banks 
county, charged with receiving and conveying 
away illicit liquor, was nollie prossed, the 
evidence not being suflicient to warranta 
trial. 

Logan York, of Rabun county, was con- 
victed of illicit retailing, and sentenced to one 
month’s imprisonment and a fine of $100. 

P. M. Kitchens, of Banks county, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of illicit retailing, and 
was given a month’s imprisonment and $100 


ne. 

In the circuit court, James West, of Gilmer 
county, was acquitted of the charge of illicit 
retailing. 

J. T. Maxey, of Haralson county, was con- 
victed of removing and retailing illicit liquor, 
and sentenced to three months’ imprisonment 
and a fine of $200. 

On account of insufficient evidence, the case 
against Joseph Wright, of Fulton county, 
charged with working in an illicit still, was 
dismussed.

They calculate to 
do this in the beginning of the year, and conse- 


quently aim to do no more than draw supplies for | 
that time of working or half-working. Mean- |

Frank Joseph Wants a Sunday School 
at the Convict Camps. 


Rey. Frank Joseph, the faithful missionary, 
is still at work among the benighted ones. 

All the year round, rain or shine, hot orcold, 
this faithful minister never ceases in the good 
work, 

His latest enterprise is to organize a Sunday 
school out at the broom factory, near Bolton, 
on the Chattahoochee river, where the convict 
women are kept. Heis very sanguine over 
the prospect of its establishment. 

He has done a good year’s work among the 
convicts at both the camps, as well as at the 

ty jail, the city stockade and county chain- 
ang camps. 

Despite the weight of his sixty odd years, 
more than half of which were passed in bond- 
age under ahard master, he trudges around 
preaching two and three sermonsevery Sunday 
of his life among the convicts. 

It is strange, but true, that he has had a 
most wonderful success among the moonshiners 
of the mountains, federal prisoners, in Fuiton 
county jail. | 

Hiere 1s a short statement by himself of his 
work at the state convict camps: 

ATLANTA, Ga., December 16, 1890.—Editor Con- 
stitution: Please aliow me space in your paper 
tor a short account of nly work among the con- 
victs. Therearea great many members of the 
 rsetpoeg assembly of Georgia who say they would 

ike to see my report of the missionary work 
along the prisoners published; also the minis- 
ters of the city have expressed the same desire. 

Of course ali the Christian people would rejoice 
to hear of the wonderful suecess of this ye:r. 

My work among the “get gee this year has 
taken more effect than ail of my traveling for 
nineteen years. 

There are about twenty-four women in the 
broom factory. Highteen of them have professed 
Christianity. The guard says. he has no trouble 
with them compared to whatit was tsn months

At the Chattahoochee brickyard also there has 
been an awakening, and many of them have pro- 
fessed Christianity.

Inthe monthof August last I 
paid $5.75 out of my pocket for help to carry on 
this good work. I Know several of the prisoners 
who have reformed siuce they have come out, and 
gone to work. Several were white. I have no 
need to call their names, but I wish them a God’s 
speed.

Two More Days for Paying State and County 
Taxes.

For the paying of state and county taxes for 
1890. 

They close December 19th, tomorrow,and the 
tax collector’s office will be crowded today and

Besides paying their taxes, every voter will 
be required to register for the coming county 
elections. 

None who fail to pay up all state and county 
taxes up to date, and register, will be allowed 
to vote. In previous elections during the year 
voters could vote who had paid ail taxes, in- 
cluding those of 1880, but net 1890. 

Now, however, anew tax year begins, and 
voters must pay up for 180 in order to be qual- 


ified.

| THE SENATE WANTS MANY, OR NONE 
AT ALL. 


A Great Many Speeches on the Subject, but 
No Final Action—The Section 
Re-Referred. 


The branch college fight opened up in the 
senate yesterday forenoon; the appropriation 
bill having come up on its third reading. 

The first, second and third sections of the 
bill were passed without opposition or discus- 
sion, just as they came from the house. 

The fourth section is that making appropria- 
tions to the various public institutions—under 
which head are the branch colleges. 

The bill as it comes from the committee pro- 
vides for branch colleges at Dahlonega, Mil- 
ledgeville, Thomasville, Cuthbert, Hamilton, 
Forsyth, Waynesboro, Thomson, Sparta, Bruns- 
wick, Greenville and Bainbridge. 

Senator Glenn, of the forty-fourth, opened 
the debate. 

“I’m in favor of a liberal appropriation for 
the State university,’ said he, ‘‘but opposed to 
all these branch coileges.’’ 

Senator Nunnally, likewise, was against all 
the branch college appropriations, but ‘ready 
to stand by the university.”’ | 

President Mitchell followed in one of the 
ablest speeches made in this legislature. 

He was in favor of the branch colleges. 

Senator Iryine opposed the branch colleges 
on the ground that che same -educational ad- 
vantages they afforded were to be had in the 
private high schools scattered all over the 
State. 

Senator Zachry opposed all the branch col- 
leges. 

Senator Hodges opposed the branch college 
amendments. ‘I would be in favor,’’ said he, 
‘of one in each county, but can not vote for 
these few to be supported by the state.” 

Senator Williams favored the branch college 
appropriations. 

Senator Culpepper was in favor of the usual 
appropriations for ‘‘the old five.’”’ but was op- 
posed to ‘‘tacking on new ones.” 

Senator Callaway favored the bill as it came 
from the committee. 

Senators Harp, Hill and Cabaniss spoke for 
the branch colleges. 

Senator Lane was in favor of appropriation 
for branch colleges already established, but 
was opposed to establishing new ones. 

THE NIGHT SESSION. 

An avalanche of amend ments. 

Branch colleges everywhere. 

That was the opening feature of the senate 
session after supper. 

Senator Lane, who had the floor when the 
senate adjourned in the afternoon, concluded 
his argument. 

Then the new amendments were read. They 
were for branch colleges at Albany, Jonesboro, 
Barnesville, McDonough, Jesup, Rome, Sum- 
merville, Cartersville, Richland, Perry, Amer- 
icus, Hartwell, Draketown, and other places. 

Senator Cabaniss called for a division of the 
question so that the amendments might be 
voted upon separately. 

Senator O’ Neal spoke in favor of the branch 
colleges. He dwelt upon the fact that under 
the common school system the negroes drew 
out a much larger quota than they contributed, 
and that this method of establishing branch 
colleges of the university tended to equalize 
the matter. 

Senator Warren spoke in favor of the branch 
colleges—all of them. 

Senator Elling€on spoke against them. 

Senator Gill spoke in favor of the branch 
school appropriations, particularly those 
already estabiished. These, he said, had 
vested rights which would be violated by the 
state if the appropriations were discontinued. 

Senator Cabaniss spoke again briefly in 


call for a division of the question. 


colleges. 

Senator Glenn spoke at some length against 
them. He believed that the establishment of 
any branch college was unconstitutional; that 
the state had no right to discriminate in this 
way between white and black; that for every 
branch college established for white children, 
the negroes would havea constitutional right 
to demand another. 

Senator Mitchell made another masterly 
arguinent in favor of the branch colleges. 

“TI will support all these amendments,”’ 
said he, ‘but I doubt the 
constitutionality of establishing a branch 
college simply by a clause in the appropriation 
bill. Wecan make these appropriations for 
public institutions already established; but a 
branch college must be established, I think, 
as all these others were, by special act.” 

Senator Ellington spoke again against the 
branch schools, and Senator Terrell, chairman 
of the finance committee, in favor of them. 

Then Senator Terrell moved to refer that 
sect'on of the bill back tothe financé com- 
mittee. 

Which was done. 

And the senate adjourned.

So far as actual new developments are con- 
cerned there were none during the day, except 
the statement of Mr. Murdock, ‘the injured 
treasurer. To a CONSTITUTION reporter he 
gave his story. 

His statement was substantially as follows: 

Tuesday was salary day, and about 6 o’clock, 
after the matinee, he was in his room engaged 
in putting the money for each member of the 
company in envelopes, to be handed them at 
the close of the performance that night. 

The salary roll amounted toa little over 
$1,600 forthe week. There were fifty-one 
salaried people in the company. 

He had two one thousand dollar bills and 
between $600 and $700 in smaller money lay- 
ing On a small writing table before him. His 
plan was to put up the salaries as dar as his 
change—the $600 or $700 would go, then 
get one of the thousand . dollar 
bills changed by Mrs. Meade, the wife of the 
manager, who had promised him to do so. 
Mrs. Meade was at the Kimball, and he was to 
go there for the change. 

While engaged in this work, he opened the 
door in response to several knockings. There 
were two gentlemen in the hall, who said they 
represented the East Tennessee railroad, and 
wanted to see him about transportation. 

Mr. Murdock admitted the two men, one of 
whom sat down at the table opposite to him, 
and the other taking a seat near the door. The 
man who sat at the table was large, and the 
other was rather small. 

Mr. Murdock thought they were railroad 
men with whom Manager Meade had had 
anappointment. A short conversation ensued, 
during whieh he stated that Manager Meade, 
who made all railroad rates, was at the Kim- 
ball in his room not feeling very well. 

He asked the two men, both of whom in- 
troduced themselves, but the name of only the 
smaller, Mr. Tucker, or Tupper, he could re- 
me.aber, to go with him to the Kimball to see 
the manager as he had business there anyhow. 

The u.en said they would see the manager 
at the opera house, and then on being told that 
he was not well and would not be at the opera 
house, said they would call at his room after 
supper. 

Mr. Murdock, after writing them ont a pass 
to the opera house to see the evening per- 
formance, proffered his hand to the larger man, 
bidding him good evening. 

The man took Murdock’s hand, grasping it 
with all his strength, and at the same moment 
the other man attacked him from behind, 
striking him over the head. He tried to get 
his pistol out of his hip pocket, but could not. 
He then uttered the cry heard by Mr. 
Noeckles, and fell to the floor. 

That was the last Mr. Murdock remembered, 
until he was picked up and laid on the bed, 
after which he was again unconscious. 

He struggled with the man who held him, 
and his vest and shirt were torn in several 
piaces in the melee. 

Mr. Murdock never saw either of the men 
before. 

Had it been any other than salary day he 
says he would not have had more than $5v or 
$100 about hita. 

Mr. Murdock’s statement, it will be seen, 


within arm’s reach of other guests of the 
house, then turn about and escape from the 
building without anybody having set eyes on 
them, seemed a little startling to say the 
least, and caused much talk. 

All these circumstances were talked about, 
and the general impression was that the affair 
was one tiat would requirea thorough investi- 
gation to ciear up.

THEY WILL HOLD AN IMPORTANT 
MEETING THIS MORNING. 


Colonel Cole and Mr. Baxter Here—Others 
Expected Today~—The State Road 
Question in the House. 


The lessees of the State road will hold 
an important meeting today. 

Prominent gentlemen from the north an’ 
east will be here representing either their 
own holdings in the lease company or as 
the representatives of the stockholders. 

Were there no complications growing out 
of the relations of the lease company to 
the state, this meeting wuuld probably be 
the last meeting of the lessees. 

Under the present state of affairs, how- 
ever, nothing seems certain. There will, 
in all probability, be many other meetings 
before the questions at issue are settled. 

Colone] G. W. Cole, of Nashville, one of the 
lessees, arrived yesterday. Another prominent 
Nashville citizen, who isin Atlanta, is Mr. 
Ed Baxter, attorney forthe Louisville and 
Nashville. Then Major Stahiman, too, is here. 
Mr. Walters, of Baltimore, reached the city 
last night, and a number of other gentlemen 
interested in the property, will be on hand. 

The meeting is called for at the Kimbail, but 
with this bad weather, it is probable that Sen- 
ator Brown’s home will be decided upon. 

All the questions bearing upon the lease will 
be discussed, and the policy of the iease com- 
pany will be determined upon, 

In the House. 

The Zachry resolution came to the house 
from the senate yesterday and was read the 
first time and turned over to the Western and 
Atlantic railroad committec. 

There was a.meeting of the committee im- 
mediately afterwards and the resolution was 
read. 

Several members of the committee ex- 
pressed their views of the matter. Some were 
in favor of taking immediate action 
upon the matter, some were in _ fa- 
vor of leaving it for the 
io do, and some thought it a matterof business 
shat could easily be decided by the house in 
open discussion. 

Therefore nothing definite was done by the 
committee, except to report the resolution 
back to the house fora second reading today 
and have it recommitted. 

This will give the matter a full chance to be 
brought up for debate in the house on Friday. 
Some Interesting Pointers. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter ‘approached a 
tonspicuous member of the Western and 
Atlantic committee yesterday who.has taken 
® prominent stand on the betterments ques- 
tion in the house this session, and asked him 
what he thought of thesituation. He replied: 

**T anticipate no trouble. There is no war 
between tie lessees and the state, no occasion 
for one, and there will be none. 

‘Do you think the lessees will give up the 
road without first securing a settlement with 
the state °”’ 

“The lessees have been dealing with the 
state long enough to know that Georgia is not 
a robber; that she will pay if she owes and 
wants nothing that is not hers.”’ 

“But itis a matter of business, and will not 
the lessees do what is to their interest?” 

“They shovld not if it is wrong. The state 
has dealt liberally with them and they cannot 
afford to resort to revolutionary measures 
upon the presumption that the legislature will 
treat them unfairly.” 

*‘Suppose they run off all the rolling stock, 
what will the legislature do?” 

**I do not believe they will do what is dis- 
honorable. If they do this we will sue on 
their bond and recover what is due us. 

“I have heard that there wasa doubt as to 
the validity of the bond, but that fact places 
the state where it can reiy upon the honor of 
the lessees.’’ 

‘“‘What do you mean by that?”’ 

“I mean that during all theso years that 
this doubt as tothe validity of the bond has 
been expressed the state has had such im- 


plicit confidence in the lessees that it did not 
e¥en require that the bond be made valid but 


trusted to the honor of the lessees to do right. | 


After this would it not come in poor taste for 
them tosay in advance of the time for the 
state to act that the state would be dishonor- 
abie and proceed to play a grab game ?”’ 

“Suppose, however, that at the expiration of 
the lease the lessees resort to revolutionary 
methods, and try to keep possession of the 
road ; what then ?”’ 

‘That is nota supposable case. This is nota 
savage country. The Louisville and Nashville 

ople and Governor Brown, who own this 

ease, own large interests in Georgia, which 

they expect the state to protect, and it is not 

likely that either of them will either impeach 

a honor ofthe state or declare war upon 
er. 

**But suppose they do; won’: it defeat the 
new lease if the state can’tdeiiver on the day 
named ?’’ 

‘**No, it does not. It has often been so stated, 
but that would not be the case.”’ 

“Suppose the new lessees say you have the 
thing in sucha fix we won’t take the road, 
you can’t comply literally with your contract, 
and weare off; what isthe position of the 
state then?’ | 

“Well, we have still got the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. That is worth a mint, and 
we. have got $500,000 worth of bonds 
deposited with the _ state by the 
new lessees, and they would be 
in the vault of the state. It must not be for- 
gotten that the new lessees own almost all the 
old lease, and the old and new are virtually 
the same. Hence, no trouble can be given un- 

ess the new lessees cause it, and they will not 
de allowed to break up the contract, even if 
hey can, and then recover their bonds.”’ 
‘“Whatis the disposition of this general 
sssembly towards the lessees claims, as com- 
pared with the last?’’ 7 

“It is decidedly more liberal. There is no 
wrejudice, Eaci member seems willing to 
aear the evidence and do what is right. When 
she matter is settled by this general assembly 
no fair-minded man wil! question the con- 
victions of the conclusion reached. We can- 
not afford to do anything that will seem un-

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 17.—The stock market to- 
dey was still very dull and exceedingly narrow, but re- 
mained firm to strong with the exception of ashort 
time in the forenoon, when there was an attempt to 
knock it down on the theory that London was selling 
stocks.

The Twitty bill passed the senate yesterday 
morning—the simon pure, unamended, 
originai bill, exactly as the house left it, 
exactly as it was first introduced. 

The effect of this is that the bill does not go 
back to the house, as it must-have done bad 
there been any amendment in the senate. 

The bill came up yesterday under thé head 
of unfinished business; and upon it Senator 


Ellington immediately called for the previous , 


question, which was sustained. 

This cut off the introduction of new amend- 
ments, and brought the senate to a vote on the 
amendments already pending. 

First, those recommended by the agricul- 
tural committee. These had been offered by 
the author of the bill. 

They were lost overwhelmingly. 

Then two or three proposed amendments 
were withdrawn. 

Senator Beck insisted on having his amend- 
ment voted upon. It was lost—31 to 8. 

Senator Callaway had avote on his amend- 
ment. It was lost, of course—28 to 12. 

That disposed of all amendments, leaving 
the naked bill.

The cause of this change of plan is said 
to be due to the fact that on yesterday some of 
the farmer senators became angered at the 
action of some of the lawyers who justly felt 
offended at the proposed amendment, and 
this. morning these farmer senators de- 
cided to punish tne lawyers by putting 
bill without amend- 
ment. They did not see that they were play- 
ing into the hands of the lawyers, many of 
whom preferred the bill in that shape if they 
couid not get a liberal amendment. The 
passage of this billis a stupendous piece of 
financial folly.’’ 

“Then you have not changed your views ?’’ 

‘Not at all. I am anxious to be put squarely 
on record against it. The amendment pro- 
posed in the house would have corrected all 
existing evils and harmed nobody. Mr. 
Twitty is no doubt proud of his bill, but the 
people of Georgia will soon feel the weight of 
its foliy, and forve a repeal. When the presi- 
dent signed the tariff bill, McKinley 
thought he had the world in 
a swing, but he soon saw 
his mistake, or . the people did. 
One of the peculiar features of the fight over 
this bill was that the supporters of the bill 
made practically no attempt or pretense of 
answering the arguments offered against it. 
They just voted, and voted and voted for it. 

“It is unfortunate’ for the state when a 
question of such great public concern is set- 
tled in any other way than by public debate. 
The farmers and lawyers have just voted a 
tax of $1,200,000 for common schools, and 
now the farmers give a stinging blow to the 
business interests of the state, whichin the 
main have to bear the burden of that tax. 
Moreover, that blow is dealt at a most inop- 
portune time, when we are in the crisis of a 
financial stringency. 

‘Those who opposed this bill will not have 
to wait long for their vindication. There has 
already been a decided change of opinion 
among the members of the house, and ona 
fair hearing Ido not believe it could be now 
forced to a passage.”’
